Chinese characters are usually arranged in the diction- 
ary, by their radicals. They are further grouped according to 
the number of strokes they have, excluding the vadical. - 
Therefore, in onde to look up a character in the 
dictionary, «ws must first discover what the radical of the 
. character is, This will tell us approximately where the 
character is in the dictionary. Next, we must count the 
mumer of strokes, leaving out the radical. It is this 
number which will enable us to locate the character exactly. 
2.° what is a radical? ° 
Altogether, there are 21) radicals as shown in Table I 
and Table II. In Table I, the radicals are arranged by the 
mumber of strokes, beginning with one stroke for No. 1 — , 
and ending with seventeen strokes for No. 21k eS - In ) 
Table II, there are, among the 214 radicals, sixty of the 
most common radicals written in large size. | 
The majority of Chinese characters belong to the cate- 
gory of Phonetic Compounds, each of which consists of two 
partes the radical and the phonetic. The radical is one

A great deal of difficulty in looking up a character in 
the dietienary is in finding its radical. After yeu have 
found the radioal, the reat is mechanical. Unfortunately, 
the radieala of some of the most common characters are the 
hardest te find. Therefore, this book 4s designed te pre- 
vide a few weeks of steady practice to vemove the diffi- 
culties. : 

The first step is to consider whether the character is 


a radical itself. In some cases, it is. For instance: “A ,

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If the character is not a radical itself, then break it 
into two parts. Very often the character can be broken up 
vertically with one part on the right and another on the 
icft. Either part may be the radical. Or the division may 
be horizontal, one-half being above and the other beneath, 
Or one-half may partially or entirely enclose the other part. 
If neither of the two parts is a radical, one of them may 
again be divided and « subdivision may turn out to be the 
radical. There are a number of characters in which the 
radicals are so mixed up with the phonetics that it 4s very 
difficult to find the radicals. In that case, consult the 
lists of difficult characters in dictionaries, such as, the 
Gne at the back of Mathews! Chinese English Dictionary. 

4. How to use this book. . 

Sixty of the most common radicals are introduced in the 
firet ten lessons. A great majority of Chinese characters 
are formed with these sixty radicals. Therefore, it is 
worthwhile for the student to remember them as to their 
qnames, meanings, their different forms, and a few examples, —
